Attached is a report prepared by the City Controller’s office last fall about homeless encampments and the ways in which 
the city can/could respond. This is one of the most complicated things to navigate because of the legal settlement that 
was negotiated with the ACLU in the Lavan case. Please spend some time acquainting yourself with this.
